When I answered on tho wiro he
told me to 'bust' this order. I wrote 'Bust
If acroHs tho order just as No. 3 was com-

ing In.
Conductor McAuliffo camo In and aked

ino what the order board was out against
him for. I told him that we had h.ul an
order for him, but that the dispatcher had
'busted' It.

"He asked mo to hurry and write him a
clearance order, which I did. After the
train had started and was out of my reach
tho dispatcher learned tliat the freight had
left "WomIng. I told him I could not utop
No. 6. as it had left. Ho immediately be-

gan calling Klngscourt Junction, the station
between "Watford and Wanstead, on the
railroad wire, and I tried to rais- - them on
a commercial wire. We both failed to do
this, however, until after tho express had
passed the Junction."

Albert Phrnis In Manufacturers' Ittcord
But, whereas the market vas formerly

for shares while oil was allotted to run to
waste by the million bar-el- s, now stock
speculation Is entirely neglected while the
price of oil lias climbed from 2 or 2 cents
a barrel to 40. 45, K and 33 cents, ard that
it may go much nearer the dollar mark be-

fore it swings back oil men here sttongly
believe. Nor do they consiJer it at all like-
ly that the permanent price v ill be ny
lower than it is y.

As an incident in Southern development,
the present and future of Beaumont are
to be considered as of the greatest impor-
tance. The present production of oil in the
Beaumont field is estimated at about 40,0'jO

barrels a day, or lS.OJO.MJi barrels a year.
The refineries alone now building or tear-
ing completion will have a capacity equal
to this, while the ships in the trade and
being built, the tank lines and the --ailroad
supplies from the field will take some

barrels a ear in addition. This is the
present and prospective demand, and this
is the stiffening cause of the present ad-
vancing prices. The continued development
of the Spindlctop field and tho opening of
fine ileld3 at Sour Lake, Saratoga. Welch
and Jennings are relied on to furnish the
required supply for all indefinite period of
years.

With the provision of ships, both coast-
wise and foreign, and with tank lines and

the Increasing use of the oil by railroads

It Is thought that the fifth amendment to

the State Constitution, which passed last
election, allowing St. Louis, Kansa3 City
and St. Joseph to tax at the rate of 60

cents on the hundred dollars for the benefit
of the schools, should havo been general
throughout the State.

The Constitution's limitation of taxation
for school purposes of 40 cents is now re-

garded as out of date. This and other re-

strictions of the Constitution of 18T3, the

jopun, .Mo., Dec. 2S- - The average tonnage
of zmc ore handled by the smelters during
1M2 is estimated at 6.170 tons per week. This
estimate has been approved by two of the
largest smelters. The average sales from
this district for tho year were 5.043 tons per
week, leaving an average of 1,121 tons per
week to be supplied by" other districts.

It has not been claimed by any of the
smelters that there was over 1,000 tonB of
Western ore smelted per week, and a recent
estimate places It at 900 tons per week.
The fact that the smelters have been
enabled to treat over 1,000 tens a week more
ore than the capacity of this district to
produce is the best evidence of the growing
demand for spelter, as It has been only a
few years sincj the annual output of this
district furnished more than enough to sup-tjI- v

the entire demand for this metal.
With this condition apparent the pro- - j

ducers of this district could see no reason-
able excuse for the smelters lowering the
price of zinc ore during November, conse
quently a proposition was suomitiea by tne
Missouri and Kansas Zinc Miners' Associa-
tion to curtail the output twe weeks during
December and export at least 1,000 tons of
ore to Europe.

Several conventions of producers were)
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held and the plan was approved, as a result
of which the output this month has been
lessened fully 6.00 tons and 450 tons have
already been loaded on board cars for ex-
portation. Tho full amount Blgned for rt

was 1,250 tons, and this will be sent out
as rapidly as possible. The curtailment and
export plan haB almost wiped out the ap-
parent surplus of two weeks ago. and thereare now only a few-- lots of ore in the binsthroughout the district unsold. A large per
cent of the mines are not In operation and
will not be restarted until the first of the
now yar, which will result In reducing the
December output 7.0CO to S.0C0 tons.

The output year In the Joplln district
closed last night, showing a gain over theyear 1501 of $1.439,13S In the value of the ore
marketed. This, too, with a decrease of
3.C67 tons of lead and a lead value of $160,573
less man tne previous vear, while therewere but 4.239 tons more zinc sold, at an
increase of J1.61?.717.

The average price of zinc ore for thoyear Just closed was J30.S3 por ton, an av-
erage of $6.12 over last year. The average
price for lead ore was $46 10 per ton, anaverage gain of 11 cents per ton.

The year has been a prosperous one for
the producer and the smelter of zinc ore.
The higher ore prices of the past year have
proved of mutual benefit to both Industries.
It is believed by the producers that the ex-
portation cf the excessive reserve stock at
the close of ISOl assisted very materially In
maintaining steady prices during 1302, and
It is hoped that the present exportation will
have the same salutary effect upon the sit-
uation, nt least during a part of 1903.

Tho highest price of the past week was
$35 per ton for one lot of ore. but a good
many sales were made at $34. $33.30 and $33
per ton. The assay basis ranged from $30
to $32 per ton, with the latter figure grow-
ing In popularity toward the end of the
week. Lead brought $30 per ton delivered
all week.
